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DANIEL  JOHNSON  BRIMM 


Dr.  D.  J.  Brimm,  beloved  profes- 
sor whose  Bible  instruction  will 
live  wherever  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege men  go,  died  on  July  8  of  a 
heart  attack  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
six  as  he  walked  downtown  from 
his  home. 

Dr.  Brimm  first  came  to  Clinton 
to  teach  in  1908.  Since  then  almost 
3,000  students  had  listened  to  his 
lectures  and  many  of  them  were 
welcomed  into  his  library  for  per- 
sonal teachings  and  talks.  He  was 
"Mr.  Chips"  to  strangers  who  com- 
pared his  life  to  thi  ■  fictional  char- 
acter, but  he  was  '  Daddy  Brimm" 
to  the  students.  He  postponed  his 
retirement  until  after  the  faculty 
shortage  of  World  War  H  subsided, 
and  retired  in  1946.  The  next  year's 
Pac-Sac  staff  dedicated  the  publi- 
cation to  him  with  these  words: 
".  ...  to  a  worthy  teacher,  a  gen- 
uine and  understending  friend,  a 
man  of  indomitable  courage  and 
strength  of  character,  loved  and 
respected  by  students  and  faculty." 

Dr.  Brimm  was  educated  at  Cen- 
tral University,  Southwestern  Pres- 
byterian University,  and  Columbia 
Seminary.  For  a  time  he  was  pro- 
fessor of  Bible  at  Columbia  Semi- 
nary and  he  also  later  served  as 
teacher  in  several  public  schools  in 
South  Carolina.  In  1896  Dr.  Brimm 
was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  by  Davidson 
College.  He  wrote  several  unpub- 
lished articles,  and  used  his  own 
published  syllabus  of  New  Testa- 
ment history  in  teaching  for  sev- 
eral years. 

The  funeral  was  held  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  church  of  Clin- 
ton with  the  escort  formed  of  stu- 
dents and  faculty  members.  A 
spray  of  white  flowers  covering  the 
casket  was  given  by  the  student 
body.  Dr.  Brimm  is  survived  by  his 
wife  and  son.  Dr.  Henry  Brimm.

Presbj'terian  College  mourns  the  loss  of  its 
son,  distinguished  student,  president,  Trustee  chair- 
man, and  friend,  Dr.  William  Plumer  Jacobs.  Dr. 
Jacobs  was  born  in  Clinton  in  1893,  son  of  James 
Ferdinand  and  Mary  Elliott  Duckett  Jacobs. 
Throughout  his  entire  short  life,  the  activities  of 
Presbyterian  College  had  been  a  part  of  him. 

In  September,  1893,  Dr.  William  Plumer 
Jacobs,  founder  of  Presbyterian  College,  recorded 
in  his  diary,  "while  I  was  in  the  city  of  Chicago 
my  little  grandson,  William  Plumer  Jacobs,  Jr.. 
was  born.  God  bless  the  lad."  The  lad's  life  has 
been  an  answer  to  the  minister's  short  prayer. 

Records  show  that  Dr.  Jacobs  entered  the 
preparatory  department  of  Clinton  College  in  1907. 
He  attended  Davidson  College  in  1910  and  returned 
to  Clinton  for  four  years  of  unparalleled  work  as  a 
student.  Voted  "most  popular"  and  "most  influen- 
tial" by  his  classmates,  "Jake"  deserved  the  votes 
by  virtue  of  being  president  of  his  class  and  of  the 
literary  society  and  by  being  quarter-back  and 
manager  of  the  football  team  which  he  organized — 
the  first  at  P.  C.  He  was  a  college  orator,  class 
prophet,  Pac-Sac  art  editor,  and  manager  of  the 
basketball  team,  besides  holding  prominent  mem- 
bership in  the  glee  club  and  in  the  orchestra.  He 
married  his  sponsor  for  the  football  team.  Miss 
Edna  Shockley,  two  years  later. 

Between  graduation  and  becoming  president  of 
the  college.  Dr.  Jacobs  was  an  officer  of  Jacobs 
Company,  advertisers,  publishers,  and  printers, 
which  has  since  become  Jacobs  Sports  Magazines, 
Inc.  He  and  Mrs.  Jacobs  also  spent  that  time  rear- 
ing two  sons,  William,  III,  and  Hugh;  they  became 
promising  P.  C.  alumni  and  members  of  the  firm. 

In  June,  1935,  the  new  president,  William  P. 
Jacobs,  accepted  the  responsibility  of  setting  an 
indebted  college  back  on  its  feet.  He  did  it  with- 
out pay,  and  with  the  assistance  of  men  and  wo- 
men who  also  worked  for  small  salaries  in  cru- 
cial times.  Dr.  Jacobs  resigned  his  position  with 


the  college  in  February,  1945.  Bonded  and  floating 
debts  had  been  paid  and  he  had  been  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  additions  of  Doyle  Infirmary  and 
the  Clinton-owned  public  library  for  college  use. 
Money  for  a  $25,000  Bailey  Memorial  stadium  had 
been  raised  through  his  efforts.  South  Carolina's 
best  tennis  courts  are  on  the  campus  where  Dr. 
Jacobs  started  annual  tennis  clinics  for  Southern 
boys  and  hired  the  state's  first  full-time  tennis 
coach.  Clinton  became  the  tennis  center  of  the 
South.  "Caroliniana",  Capt.  Ellison  Smythe's  col- 
lection of  first  editions  on  state  history,  is  housed 
in  the  library  building  having  been  given  to  the 
college  through  Dr.  Jacobs.  The  outdoor  chapel 
stands  as  a  tribute  to  him.  Believing  in  the  modern 
education  technique  of  forums,  he  established  that 
form  of  class  discussion  and  had  three  rooms  re- 
built especially  for  students  holding  forums. 

William  Jacobs  traveled  far,  and  his  influence 
spread  to  other  countries  through  post-war  interna- 
tional cotton  negotiations  after  he  resigned  to  be- 
come head  of  the  American  Cotton  Manufacturers 
Association.  Although  Presbyterian  College  alum- 
ni are  primarily  interested  in  his  connection  with 
the  college,  they  must  also  marvel  at  his  varied 
other  energies.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  or- 
ganization of  his  state's  Building  and  Loan  pro- 
grams. Several  handsome  buildings  in  Clinton  are 
testimonies  of  his  planning.  The  United  States 
adopted  its  program  of  cotton  exportation  to  Japan 
and  England  after  he  made  trips  to  those  coun- 
tries for  conferences.  He  played  a  great  part  in  our 
country's  defense  in  World  War  II.  He  was  a  health 
educator — a  Southern  lawn  tennis  and  football  fig- 
ure in  his  own  right — a  church  elder — and  author. 
He  was  until  this  year  chairman  of  the  Board  and 
he  was  until  his  death  on  July  25  in  Washington. 
D.  C,  actively  interested  in  Presbyterian  College. 

No  other  man  except  his  grandfather  had 
meant  so  much  to  P.  C.  for  so  long.

Spirited  with  benovolence,  the  First  church  has  had 
ES  its  pastor  Dr.  John  E.  Richards  for  two  years.  A  hard- 
working businessman,  L.  Martelle  Layfield,  directed  the 
campaign.  Mrs.  Edith  Kyle  Crawford.  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Kyle  Spencer,  and  Dr.  W.  L.  Cooke  were  outstanding 
contributors — others  gave  much,  and  still  others  gave 
at  great  sacrifice  for  P.  C.  The  church  is  typical  of  the 
344  which   have  responded   to   our  call. 

Besides  supporting  the  college  campaign  so  whole- 
heartedly, the  Columbus  church  has  contributed  a  third 
of  the  five-year  askings  for  its  part  of  the  Program  of 
Progress. 

Dr.  Richards  was  reared  at  Liberty  Hill,  S.  C,  edu- 
cated at  Davidson  College  and  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary.  He  has  served  as  pastor  of  the  First  Church 
in  Waynesboro,  Ga.,  and  at  the  First  Church  in  Meridian, 
Miss.  During  World  War  II  he  was  an  Army  Air  Force 
chaplain. 

Mr.  Layfield  is  a  deacon.  He  is  a  prominent  citizen 
of  Columbus,  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  club,  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  the  Elks.

Robert  M.  Perrin 


Robert  McCall  Per- 
rin was  born  in  Union, 
S.  C.  on  April  1,  1913. 
He  graduated  from 
Union  High  School  in 
1931,  and  in  Septem- 
ber of  the  same  year 
he  entered  P.  C.  where 
he  received  his  B.S. 
degree  on  May'  28, 
1935. 

While  in  college  Bob 
was  an  outstanding 
student  and  took  part 
in  many  activities.  He 
was    a    member    of   Pi 


Kappa  Phi  fraternity  and  Blue  Key,  honorary  fra- 
ternity. He  was  class  president  during  his  senior 
year,  the  vice-president  of  his  class  during  his  fresh- 
man and  sophomore  years.  He  was  a  Corporal,  First 
Sergeant,  and  finally  Captain  of  "B"  Company  in 
R.  O.  T.  C.  As  an  athlete  he  took  part  in  track  for 
three  years,  was  the  captain  of  the  freshman  football 
team  and  played  on  the  varsity  team  the  remaining 


three  years,  and  was  the  alternate  captain  for  the 
years  '33  and  '34.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Block 
P  Club. 

After  completing  his  four  years  at  P.  C.  Bob 
went  into  the  teaching  profession. 

In  the  winter  (around  Christmas)  of  1943  Bob 
Perrin  was  wounded  by  a  shell  fragment  near  Casino, 
Italy.  He  was  carried  to  a  hospital  where  he  died  ten 
days  later.  He  was  given  a  military  funeral  with  a 
number  of  his  company  attending.  Burial  took  place 
in  a  small  town  between  Casino  and  Naples,  Italy. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  Captain  in  the 
field  artillery. 

George  D.  Paul,  graduate  of  the  class  of  1941  and 
son-in-law  of  Senator  Burnet  R.  Maybank  of  South 
Carolina,  was  killed  June  23  in  Charleston  when 
lightning  struck  an  oak  tree  on  the  golf  course  of 
the  Charleston  Country  club. 

Six  other  persons  were  injured  and  treated  at 
Roper  hospital.  They  were  three  caddies  and  three 
golf  companions  of  Mr.  Paul. 

Mr.  Paul  was  an  automobile  dealer,  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  Robertson  Paul.  He  married  Roberta 
Maybank  several  months  before  his  death.

William  Hazel  'Y'oungblood  graduated  from  P.  C.  in 
1917,  receiving  his  A.B.  and  M.A.  degrees  at  the  same 
time.  At  the  time  he  attended  college  he  hailed  from  his 
native  town.  Rock  Hill. 

During  his  four  years  at  P.  C.  he  was  an  outstanding 
student  and  participated  in  many  activities.  He  was 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  student  body;  corresponding 
secretary,  first  monitor,  and  president  of  the  Eukosmian 
Society:  president  of  the  senior  class;  Y.  M.  C.  A.  cabinet 
member;  on  the  staff  and  business  manager  of  the  "Col- 
li legian";  on  the  "PaC-SaC"  staff;  and  president  of  the 
j  State  Inter-Collegiate  Oratorical  Association. 

"Youngblood  will.be  good  at  whatever  he  attempts 
if  success  in  college  is  an  indication  of  success  in  life." 


These  words  written  in  the  PaC-SaC  of  '17  have  certainly 
come  true,  for  the  same  year  of  his  graduation  he  joined 
the  National  City  Bank  of  New  York  as  a  member  of  the 
College  Training  Class.  After  a  period  of  rotation  he  en- 
listed in  the  Navy  in  World  War  I.  This  interrupted  his 
banking  career  until  May,  1919,  when  he  returned  to  the 
Bank  and  again  entered  the  College  Training  Class,  rota- 
ting in  various  Head  Office  departments.  His  first  as- 
signment was  in  the  Foreign  Outward  Bills  Department, 
and  later  he  worked  in  the  Special  Division  on  loans. 
He  was  working  in  the  Head  Office  in  the  Comptroller's 
Department  in  1924  when  he  was  assigned  to  the  Foreign 
Inspection  Staff. 

Mr.  Youngblood  had  traveled  more  than  500,000 
miles,  more  than  100,000  miles  by  plane,  and  had  used 
every  means  of  transportation  except  submarine  on  his 
inspection  tours  of  the  foreign  branches  by  the  year  1946. 
He  has  the  longest  record  for  traveling,  twenty-one  years, 
of  any  Citibanker,  and  has  made  five  trips  around  the 
world  and  been  in  every  foreign  branch  the  Bank  op- 
erates. 

He  is  married  to  Kathryn  Hazen  and  they  have  one 
son,  William  Hazen  Youngblood,  who  is  ten  years  old. 
They  are  making  their  home  at  31  Plymouth  Road,  Rock- 
ville  Centre,  New  York. 

Mr.  Youngblood  has  written  that  he  regrets  he  will 
not  be  able  to  attend  Homecoming  because  of  the  dis- 
tance and  his  inability  to  get  away  from  his  work.

Sixty-two  diplomas  were  presented  by  General 
Fraser,  Chairman  of  The  Board  of  Trustees,  and  twenty- 
seven  men  received  R.O.T.C.  commissions  at  the  sixty- 
second  commencement  program  held  May  31  under  the 
trees  in  the  outdoor  chapel. 

Citing  disturbing  factors  in  the  international  and 
domestic  picture,  Dr.  Ellis  A.  Fuller,  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Louisville. 
Ky.,  and  -an  alumnus  of  1912,  told  the  graduates  that 
character  and  not  cash  is  the  true  end  of  living.  He  con- 
trasted Magellan's  earth  and  Willkie's  world  and  asserted 
that  science  had  brought  the  whole  human  family 
closer  together.  However,  he  stated,  science  has  done 
nothing  to  eliminate  nationalism,  "'which  is  as  rampant 
in  the  human  family  today  as  ever." 

Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  on  four  men. 
Dr.  Spencer  Jarnigan  McCallie,  Jr.,  associate  headmaster 
of  the  McCallie  School  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  was  conferred  on  Dr.  Arthur  Vann  Gibson,  min- 
ister of  Morningside  Presbyterian  Church  of  Atlanta; 
Dr.  William  Frampton,  minister  of  Purity  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Chester,  and  Dr.  Jack  Guy  Hand,  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Albany,  Ga. 

Dr.  Brown  announced  that  the  endowment  drive 
last  fall  netted  over  $330,000,  more  than  half  of  which 
was  paid  in  cash,  bringing  the  college  endowment  fund 
to  more  than  $400,000  cash  and  $150,000  in  pledges,  which 
are  being  paid  on  regularly.  He  also  announced  the  col- 
lege had  far  more  applications  for  next  session  than  space 
available  and  that  during  the  present  session  65  per  cent 
of  the  applicants  had  to  be  turned  down  because  of  lack 
of  space. 

Frank  S.  Hay  of  Charleston  was  presented  the  Found- 
er's medal  for  general  excellence. 

Robert  William  Hays  of  Chamblee,  Ga.,  and  David 
Moorefield  of  Lancaster  received  scholarship  medals.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Hays  finished  his  college  work 
last  August  with  a  scholastic  average  higher  than  the 
highest  man  in  the  1947  class,  and  higher  than  anyone  in 


Ihe  present  class.  For  that  reason  he  and  Mr.  Moorefield 
each  received  a  medal, 

Incidentally,  Mr.  Hays  was  graduated  summa  cum 
laude.  a  scholastic  achievement  that  comes  only  once 
every  three  or  four  years  at  the  college. 

Four  seniors  received  gold  letters  for  outstanding 
extra-curricula  activities  other  than  athletics.  They  were 
James  Henry  Banbury  of  Greenville,  Frank  Garner  of 
Plant  City,  Fla.,Paul  Brady  of  Atlanta  and  Frank  Walton 
of  Jacksonville. 

W.  Lamar  Hicks  of  Covington,  Ga.,  received  the  Min- 
isterial Club  award  and  Miss  Mary  Frances  Pinson  of 
Clinton  got  the  Alpha  Psi  Delta  local  sorority  plaque  of- 
fered for  the  freshman  girl  with  the  highest  scholastic 
record.  Travis  B.  Stevenson,  Jr..  of  Walterboro  was  pre- 
sented the  Pi  Kappa  Phi  fraternity  loving  cup  offered  to 
the  freshman  with  the  highest  scholastic  average. 

Marion  Wood  of  West  Palm  Beach,  Fla.,  was  pre- 
sented the  Bible  award.

Dear  P.  C'uns; 

For  the  first  time  since  the  war  I  have  something  to 
talk  about  and  Jean  Layton,  in  order  to  get  me  quiet 
sc  that  the  Alumni  office  can  get  some  work  done 
before  all  of  you  come  back  for  Homecoming,  has  sug- 
gested a  Bee-Mail. 

On  July  7,  at  10:20  in  the  morning,  Marshall  and  I 
began  a  long  anticipated  trip  to  Mexico.  With  us  were 
Marshall's  sister,  Dorothy  Caskey,  and  her  husband 
T.  W.,  better  known  as  "Skey"  (brother  of  P.  C'un  Mike 
Caskey). 

At  the  time,  my  detailed  notes  on  everything  I  saw- 
after  I  left  the  city  limits  of  Clinton  seemed  interesting. 
but  that  was  before  I  had  seen  Mexico. 

At  Laredo,  Texas,  we  crossed  the  Rio  Grande  into 
Mexico  on  a  road  which  is  advertised  as  "fifty-five  miles 
of  the  straightest  road  in  the  world."  Fifteen  miles  from 
the  border  is  the  Mexican  customs  office,  where  we 
filled  out  cards  and  paid  $2.20  each,  plus  ten  cents  for 
ihe  car. 

The  Indian  meaning  for  Mexico  is  "Land  of  the 
Snakes".  The  national  emblem  is  an  eagle  with  a  snake 
in  its  claws.  Soon  after  we  entered  the  desert  country  of 
Mexico  Marshall  got  his  first  big  thrill  when  he  saw  an 
eagle  in  flight  carrying  a  snake.  For  a  brief  time  I  shared 
his  excitement  until  I  discovered  thai  the  skies  were 
literally  black  with  "eagles",  all  hovering  near  the 
highway  waiting  for  the  passing  cars  to  bump  off  their 
next  meal! 

Everywhere  we  went  in  Mexico  cows,  pigs,  chick- 
ens, goats,  sheep,  donkeys,  dogs,  Indians,  and  Mexicans 
took  to  the  middle  of  the  road  and  no  amount  of  horn- 
blowing  could  hurry  one.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than 
one  half  of  all  the  people  in  Mexico  do  not  have  beds. 
An  even  larger  number,  of  course,  do  not  have  chairs. 
Instead  of  sitting,  then,  they  squat.  Since  the  smooth, 
cactus-free  highways  are  the  most  "squatable"  spots 
in  Mexico,  they  are  extremely  popular.  Sometimes  papa 
and  mama  and  several  shaggy  little  bambinos  squatting 
in  the  road  would  grin  and  wave  and  yell  "ALLO"  as 
our  car  slowly  wiggled  its  way  past  them.  Many  of  them 
had  something  to  sell.  In  the  cities  we  could  hardly 
walk  for  stepping  on  little  Mexicans  trying  to  sell 
"ChEEklets"  (A  guide  in  Mexico  City  told  us  that 
Adams  chewing  gum  is  so  popular  that  it  is  forcing  the 
Mexican  gums  out  of  business). 

Monterey  is  the  first  town  of  any  consequence  on  the 
only  highway  from  Laredo  into  Mexico.  The  narrow 
streets  were  filled  with  tiny  stalls  where  the  most  un- 
appetizing assortment  of  food  was  being  sold  by  shout- 
ing, shaggy  natives.  Watermelons  cut  in  tiny  pieces, 
bright  pink  candy,  black-ripe  bananas,  hard  rolls,  putty- 
colored  tortillas,  great  hunks  of  raw  meat,  etc.,  were 
all  exposed  to  the  blazing  sun  and  dust  and  insects.  I 
saw  a  man  brush  off  a  swarm  of  bees  from  a  slice  of 
Iresh  pineapple  which  he  bought  from  a  bee-covered 
platter,  and  eat  it  with  apparent  relish. 

Our  first  night  in  Mexico  was  spent  at  Hotel  Los 
Monteros  in  Ciudad  Victoria.  The  bell  boy  was  interested 
in  us  but  was  quite  limited  in  his  expression.  He  looked 
at  me  and  asked  "No  Spanish?",  and  when  I  shook  my 
head  he  licked  his  lips,  grunted,  patted  his  chest,  and 
sighed  "No  English."  I  spread  out  our  map  and  traced 
for  him  the  road  from  South  Carolina  to  Ciudad  Victoria 
and  he  smiled   and  said   "Your   home   long   distance". 

The  friendly  interest  of  the  bell  boy  is  typical  of 
all  the  natives  with  whom  we  had  contact.  It  is  considered 
rude  to  attract  one's  attention  by  calling  to  him,  so  the 
natives  hiss.  By  looking  sharply  at  the  faces  of  the 
hisser  we  soon  learned  that  we  were  supposed  to  thank 
rather  than  fight  him. 

To    drive    a    car    with    any    light    brighter    than    the 


parking  light  burning-  is  another  sign  of  rudeness.  We 
found  this  out  the  hard  way  after  we  had  had  to  jump 
for  our  lives  when  a  big  bus  politely  sneaked  up  behind 
us  in  the  dark. 

At  5:45  the  next  morning  we  left  Ciudad  Victoria  and 
twenty-five  miles  down  the  road  a  little  marker  told 
us  that  we  were  crossing  the  Tropic  of  Cancer.  It  was 
still  early  morning  and  we  were  interested  in  seeing  the 
little  Indian  villages  come  to  life.  Their  tiny  thatched 
huts  do  not  have  chimneys  and  smoke  seeped  out  thru 
walls  and  roofs  as  breakfasts  got  under  way.  We  stopped 
at  the  town  of  El  Monte  for  breakfast  and  were  on  our 
way  by  8:30. 

For  many  miles  we  drove  thru  clouds  of  bright 
yellow  butterflies.  Bananas  and  sugarcane  seem  to  grow 
without  cultivation  in  the  tropics.  Many  modern  sugar 
refineries  can  bee  seen  from  the  highway. 

While  no  Mexican  gasoline  is  very  good,  Pemex  is 
the  best  that  is  available.  Throughout  Mexico  the  Pemex 
Company  maintains  attractive  restaurants.  The  Pemex 
restaurant  at  Tamazunchale  is  an  unexpected  pleasure 
after  the  long  drive  from  Ciudad  Victoria.  For  six  pesos 
(about  $1.20  when  we  were  there)  we  had  fruit  cock- 
tail, a  glorious  concoction  of  fresh  tropical  fruits,  vege- 
table soup,  very  tender  tenderloin  steak,  and  little 
peaches  in  heavy  syrup. 

It  is  well  that  our  lunch  at  Tamazunchale  was  a 
hearty  one  for  the  drive  which  followed  proved  to  be 
the  most  hectic  experience  of  our  entii'e  stay  in  Mexico. 
The  distance  between  Tamazunchala  and  the  next  town, 
Zimapan,  is  67  miles  and  in  that  distance  the  road  climbs 
to  an  elevation  of  7000  ft.  and  does  no  less  than  1,866 
switchbacks.  I  might  add  that  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  puny  posts  and  rocks  every  now  and  then,  there 
was  no  protection  between  us  and  the  great  beyond, 
which  dropped  off  over  cliffs  so  sheer  that  in  places 
it  was  impossible  for  us  to  see  the  valley  below. 

Mexican  motorists  drive  like  demons  and  seem  to 
take  a  fiendish  delight  in  scaring  the  very  wits  out  of 
everybody  who  happens  to  be  on  the  road.  The  car  with 
the  loudest  horn  has  the  undisputed  right  of  way.  Before 
I  left  Clinton  someone  gave  me  a  bottle  of  Vardley's 
smelling  salts.  More  than  once  I  sniffed  myself  back  to 
semi-consciousness — which  was  as  conscious  as  I  cared 
to  be! 

At  long  last  we  reached  Zamapan  and  the  Fundicion 
Hotel,  which  is  in  part  the  original  structure  of  a  large 
silver  mine.  The  winery  in  the  dining  room  is  the  orig- 
inal elevator  through  which  silver  was  brought  out. 
Jewelry  made  from  the  local  silver  is  sold  in  the  lobby 
of  the  hotel. 

It  was  market  day  in  Zimapan  and,  as  if  we  had 
not  seen  enough  for  that  day,  Dorothy  and  Skey  and 
I — Marshall  had  hied  him  to  yon  hilltop  to  look  at  a 
cathedral — walked  from  the  hotel  over  a  crooked  little 
cobble-stone  street  to  the  square,  or  market  place.  I  wish 
I  hadn't  for  the  memory  of  that  market  haunts  me.  The 
Indians  squatting  on  the  sidewalks  beside  their  little 
trays  of  foul-smelling  food,  looked  more  miserable  than 
any  we  had  seen.  Their  sunken,  expressionless  eyes  fol- 
lowed us  as  we  walked  thru  the  market.  No  one  smiled 
or  spoke  and  no  attempt  was  made  to  sell  us  anything. 
The  bony  dogs  were  as  listless  as  their  masters  and  took 
no  notice  of  the  fly-covered  meat  which  hung  within 
easy  reach.  The  mountains  had  been  bad  but  to  hie  that 
market  in  Zamapan  is  typical  of  Mexico  at  its  worst. 
It  was  not  until  I  reached  the  famous  Sanborn's  Restau- 
rant in  Mexico  City  that  I  could  bring  myself  to  eat  meat. 
We  left  Zimapan  the  next  morning  and  continued 
our  climb  into  the  mountains.  The  road  was  filled  with 
Indians  of  the  Otomi  tribe.  The  women,  as  well  as  the

Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton,  execu- 
tive secretary  of  foreign  missions 
in  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
church — the  man  who  helped  train 
a  dog  to  jump  out  of  the  windows 
of  Alumni  hall  and  who  was  state 
tennis  champion  his  senior  year — 
was  elected  in  May  to  the  highest 
church  office.  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  Presbyterian 
church,  U.  S.,  at  the  session  held 
in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  the  end  of  the 
month. 

The  distinguished  alumnus  suc- 
ceeds Dr.  John  Rood  Cunningham, 
president  of  Davidson  college.  He 
was  nominated  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Mc- 
Callie,  secretary  -  treasurer  and 
headmaster  of  the  McCallie  school 
in  Chattanooga,  Tenn. 

Dr  Fulton  has  received  many 
degrees,  one  of  them  his  Doctor  of 
Divinity  from  Presbyterian  college 
in  1924.  He  has  served  as  a  mis- 
sionary to  Japan  and  furthered  the 
cause  of  foreign  missions  in  many 
other  countries.  Since  1932  he  has 
been  serving  in  his  successful  ca- 
pacity as  executive  secretary. 

Instead  of  citing  the  biograph- 
ical history  of  Dr.  Fulton,  the  Bul- 
letin editors  asked  for  a  first-  per- 
son memory-prodder  from  Dr.  Ful- 
ton and  present  exerpts  from  his 
gracious  letter: 

"My  brother,  Sam,  and  I  en- 
tered Presbyterian  college  in  Jan- 
uary, 1907.  We  had  just  arrived 
with  our  parents  from  Japan  where 
we  had  spent  our  boyhood.  Things 
in  America  were  strange  and  rath- 
er bewildering  to  us.  The  colloquial 

that  we  had  learned  was  more  English  than  American, 
and  many  of  the  expressions  that  were  in  common  use 
in  Clinton  at  the  time  were  like  Greek  to  us.  I  remember 
that  a  girl  told  me  one  night  at  a  party  that  she  had  a 
"last  go"  trade  for  me.  I  asked  to  bring  it  to  the  college 
with  her  the  next  morning  so  that  I  could  see  it! 

"I  was  fourteen  when  I  came  to  Clinton  in  the  first 
days  of  1907,  and  my  next  five  months  were  spent  in 
the  preparatory  department  at  Presbyterian  College.  In 
the  fall,  just  after  I  had  turned  fifteen,  I  began  my 
work  as  a  freshman,  and  managed  somehow  to  graduate 
in  1911  with  my  class.  At  that  time  I  was  just  eighteen, 
too  young  to  have  gotten  the  real  value  of  a  college 
course,  and  I  spent  the  following  year,  1911-1912,  as  an 
instructor  in  several  subjects  at  the  college. 

"Some  of  the  happiest  years  of  my  life  were  spent 
at  Presbyterian  college.  My  record  as  a  student  was  only 
average.  Extra-curricula  activities  appealed  to  me 
strongly.  The  campus  life  fascinated  me.  Companionship 
with  fellow  students  meant  more  to  me  than  the  serious 
business  of  study  or  graduation.  We  organized  an  orches- 
tra in  which  I  played  the  violin.  I  got  much  fun,  too,  out 
of  the  work  with  the  glee  club.  We  developed  a  consider- 
able reputation  one  year,  and  sang  in  concerts  as  far 
away  from  Clinton  as  Cross  Anchor  and  Cross  Hill! 

"Baseball  and  tennis  were  my  favorite  sports,  and 
I  had  the  good  luck  in  the  spring  of  1911  of  winning  the 
collegiate  singles  championship  of  South  Carolina.

"Of  academic  honors,  I  can  remember  winning  but 
one.  I  got  the  Greek  medal  one  year,  when,  as  I  recall, 
I  was  the  only  member  of  the  class! 

"The  finest  legacy  that  the  college  left  me  is  the 
memory  and  the  influence  of  wonderful  friends,  both 
among  the  faculty  and  among  the  students.  A  son  of 
missionary  parents,  separated  far  from  home  throughout 
the  time  of  my  college  experience,  I  was  fortunate  to 
have  the  fatherly  friendship  of  men  like  Dr.  Spencer,  Dr. 
Douglas,  Professors  Woodworth,  Martin,  Graham,  Dr. 
Brimm,  and  others.  Among  the  boys,  my  closest  friends 
were  probably  John  and  Will  Fewell,  Ellis  Fuller,  Eu- 
gene Power,  and  William  Jacobs.  These  friendships  con- 
tinue until  now,  and  I  have  looked  with  great  pride  on 
the  development  of  these  fine  men,  all  of  them  out- 
standing in  leadership  in  their  professions. 

"Mrs.  George  Taylor  knows  us  pretty  well,  and  I  am 
afraid  I  cannot  gainsay  the  stories  she  has  told.  "Scrap", 
the  little  fox  terrier  that  belonged  to  the  Fewell  boys, 
was  the  smartest  animal  I  have  ever  seen  on  four  feet. 
John  and  Will  had  built  a  ladder  for  him  which  he 
would  climb  rung  by  rung,  then  do  a  high  dive  into  a 
blanket  held  for  him  below.  But  this  became  too  tame 
lor  most  of  the  boys,  and  we  began  increasing  the  height 
on  little  Scrap  from  week  to  week.  Finally,  he  got  to 
the  place  where  he  would  jump  out  of  the  third  story 
window  of  Alumni  hall  as  we  held  the  blanket  for  him 
down  on  the  ground.  It  was  thrilling  to  see  the  courage

DEAN  IS  VERSATILE 

P.  C.  has  a  dean  who  started  young  and  has  accom- 
plished much  during  his  thirty  years — from  captaining 
a  swimming  team  to  graduating  summa  cum  laude  from 
college    and    directing    a    guidance    bureau    for    veterans. 


Dr.  Bernard  C.  Murdoch  came  to  the  College  in  the 
fall  of  1946  with  a  well-filled  past  to  qualify  him  for 
the  many-phased  job  of  academic  dean.  He  also  serves  as 
professor  of  psychology,  toward  which  his  interests  lean 
and  in  which  he  has  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  from 
Duke  university.  His  other  degrees  include  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  mathematics  and  physical  science  from  Ap- 
palachian State  Teachers  College,  and  Master  of  Edu- 
cation from  the  University  of  Cincinnati. 

The  dean's  birthplace  was  Greensboro,  N,  C.  He  is 
married  to  the  former  Miss  Martha  Hood  and  they,  with 
their  tiny  daughter.  Norma,  live  at  106  Young  drive. 
Before  they  came  to  Clinton  he  was  director  of  the  test- 
ing and  guidance  bureau  of  the  Veterans'  Information 
Center  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  where  he  also  taught  classes 
in  chemistry,  physics,  and  general  science. 

In  college  he  served  as  president  of  his  class,  chief 
marshal,  director  of  forensic  tournaments,  president  of 
the  Literary  Society,  president  of  Epworth  League,  dra- 
matics play  director  and  captain  of  the  swimming  team. 
A  track  champion  of  Charlotte  in  his  high-school  days, 
Dr.  Murdoch  excelled  in  all  pentathalon  tournaments,  and 
even  with  this,  he  kept  up  many  musical  activities  in- 
cluding playing  for  orchestra  performances  for  many 
North  Carolina  college  dances.  Now  he  is  pianist  for  the 
Men's  Bible  Class  at  his  church.  He  has  been  a  book- 
keeper for  a  wholesale  drug  company,  and  a  telephone 
line  surveyor,  finding  time  to  be  college  assistant  in 
many  subjects  while  he  was  a  student  and  receiving 
three  scholarships  for  study. 

Dr.  Murdoch's  war  services  included  his  captaincy 
as  staff  weather  officer  through  many  states  and  finally 
in  England  for  16  months,  where  he  taught  meteorology 
to  cadets. 

As  an  educational  psychologist,  the  dean  has  had 
continued  experience  in  giving  prescribed  tests  for  the 
sake  of  determining  human  traits  and  capabilities  for 
life's  work.

DR.  SHIBU  TO  RETURN 

Dr.  Jabir  Shibli,  whom  the  Presbyterian  College  stu- 
c'ents  know  as  the  man  who  has  come  to  make  mathe- 
matics live  in  their  classrooms,  will  return  to  the  cam- 
pus to  teach  again  this  year. 

Dr.  Shibli  resigned  his  position  as  professor  of 
mathematics  at  Pennsylvania  State  College  to  join  the 
faculty  of  the  American  University  of  Beirut,  but  be- 
cause of  disturbing  conditions  in  the  East  he  accepted 
a  professorship  at  Presbyterian  College  last  year.

He 
received  his  Ph.D.  degree  in  mathematics  from  Colum- 
bia University.  He  held  Presbyterian  pastorates  from 
1911  until  1917  after  graduating  from  McCormick  Sem- 
inary.

stitute of  Arab-American  affairs. 

Dr.  Shibli  is  the  author  of  "Plane  and  Spherical  Trig- 
onometry", a  textbook  used  in  American  classrooms;

He  has  served 
as  chaplain  in  the  Masonic  order.

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men,  carried  heavy  burdens  which  they  held  in  place 
by  broad  bands  across  their  shoulders  or  foreheads.  As 
they  hurried  along,  the  women  were  spinning  long  fi- 
bers of  maguey  into  thread  and  their  white  needles 
flashed  in  the  sun.  One  woman  whose  hands  moved 
busily  with  the  thread  had  across  her  shoulders  a  mesh- 
like sling  in  which  she  carried  a  goat. 

The  maguey,  or  century  plant,  is  as  important  in 
Mexico  as  cotton  is  to  us  in  the  South.  From  the  strong 
fiber  of  the  long  leaves  a  number  of  products  is  derived 
— clothing,  table  cloths,  rope,  baskets,  rugs,  roofs,  and 
even  entire  huts,  and  the  long  shaggy  cape  which  when 
worn  beneath  a  big  sombrero  looks  for  all  the  world 
like  an  animated  haystack.  From  the  maguey  flower 
Mexico's  common  beverage,  pulque,  is  made.  Judging 
by  the  antics  of  some  of  the  Indians  who  had  drunk  it, 
I  think  that  pulque  must  be  about  the  only  thing  in 
Mexico  that  can  make  a  native  move  in  a  hurry.  In  one 
little  village  we  saw  a  bus  stop  and  the  driver  push  a 
pulque-drunk  Indian  into  the  street,  to  the  great  amuse- 
ment of  the  other  passengers. 

Back  at  home  I  was  proud  of  the  one  Spanish  word 
I  had  learned  from  the  popular  "Manana"  song.  In  the 
part  of  Mexico  I  saw  "manana"  does  not  mean  "tomor- 
row." It  simply  means  "not  today". 

Near  the  town  of  Paschua,  where  between  10  and 
12  per  cent  of  the  world's  silver  is  mined,  I  saw  a  group 
of  Indian  women  washing  their  clothes  in  a  muddy 
stream  and  spreading  them  on  the  ground  to  dry.  It 
seems  never  to  have  occurred  to  these  rope-makers  that 
their  strong  fiber  ropes  would  make  excellent  clothes 
lines.  Generally  speaking,  however,  the  Indians  are 
very  clever  in  the  many  uses  they  make  of  the  common 
things  about  them.  We  passed  large  fields  entirely 
fenced  in  by  carefully  planted  prickly  pear  or  organ 
cactus  trees.  Other  fields  were  surrounded  by  great  rock 
walls.  Some  of  the  huts  are  built  of  small  twigs  which 
are  held  together  by  the  strong  fiber  of  the  maguey. 
Often  an  entire  village  and  the  wall  which  surrounds 
it  are  built  of  mud  blocks.  The  empty  Peinex  oil  cans 
from  the  filling  stations  are  put  to  many  uses.  Cowboys 
use  them  as  water  jars  and  carry  them  strapped  to 
their  saddles.  Once  we  saw  a  Pemex  can  filled  with 
fresh  flowers  placed  in  front  of  a  costly  crucifix  in  a 
cathedral.  The  skins  of  animals  are  also  used  as  water 
containers.  An  inflated  pig  or  goat  skin,  with  its  four 
legs  sticking  out  stiffly,  is  indeed  a  thirst-quencher  when 
it  is  seen  strapped  to  the  back  of  an  Indian. 

Nowhere  have  I  seen  people  who  have  a  keener 
appreciation  for  beauty  and  color.  To  them  their  flowers 
are  as  much  a  necessity  as  their  daily  bread  and  in  this 
■  one  respect  nature  has  bountifully  blessed  them,  for 
flowers  grow  in  profusion,  even  in  the  desert.  Many 
times  we  saw  plowmen  coming  home  from  the  fields 
stop  beside  the  roadside  to  gather  wild  flowers.  Often 
a  truck  driver  would  have  a  spray  of  bright  flowers 
fastened  to  the  windshield  of  his  truck.  Some  drivers  had 
flowers  painted  on  the  windshields  or  bodies  of  their 
trucks.  One  Indian  village  we  saw  had  its  bee-hives  and 
even  the  gravestones  in  its  little  cemetery  painted  in 
gay  colors. 

Our  first  real  sight-seeing  stop  was  near  Mexico 
City,  at  the  Pyramids  of  the  Sun  and  Moon.  After  see- 
ing the  Pyramids  we  had  lunch  in  an  attractive  restau- 
rant in  a  near-by  cave. 

The  road  from  Mexico  City  to  Puebla  is  mountainous 
and  very,  very  crooked.  At  an  elevation  of  10,700  feet 
we  crossed  the  Continental  Divide.  The  town  of  Chalula, 
near  Puebla,  is  called  the  "City  of  Churches,  or  "The 
Holy  City  of  Anahuac",  and  was  once  the  center  of  a 
loltic  kingdom.  It  had  a  population  of  100,000  and  400 
shrines  and  temples  when  it  was  destroyed  by  Cortes. 
Today  about  65  of  the  churches  are  still  standing.  We 
went  inside  the  most  unusual  of  these,  the  "Church  of 
Forty-seven  Domes."  Although  the  interior  has  fallen  into 


decay  and  is  filled  with  shrilly-singing  birds,  the  bright 
yellow  tile  domes,  which  can  be  seen  from  a  great  dis- 
tance, are  in  excellent  condition. 

Of  all  the  Mexican  cities  we  saw  Puebla  was  our 
favorite.  During  the  two  days  that  we  were  there  an 
English  speaking  guide  from  the  Pan  American  Courts, 
where  we  stayed,  took  us  to  the  factories  where  fiber 
table  clothes,  tiles,  pottery,  and  onyx  products  were 
made. 

On  the  beaten  path  of  the  tourist  in  Puebla  is  the 
secret  Convent  of  Santa  Monica,  which  was  discovered 
in  1935,  after  it  had  been  operating  secretly  since  the 
Reform  Laws  of  1857,  which  abolished  monestaries  and 
convents  in  Mexico.  We  entered  thru  an  ordinary  house 
which  opened  on  the  street  and  a  guide  led  us  thru  a 
secret  passageway  into  the  convent.  The  39  rooms  are 
now  filled  with  religious  paintings  and  relics.  After 
stumbling  about  thru  one  dark  passage  after  another  and 
looking  at  Mother  Superior's  bathroom,  a  pit  filled  with 
the  skulls  of  nuns  who  had  died  in  the  convent,  the 
heart  of  Father  somebody  preserved  in  a  jar  of  alcohol, 
and  the  pink  tongue  of  Father  somebody  else  in  another 
jar,  I  reached  for  my  smelling  salts  with  one  hand  and  for 
the  door  with  the  other. 

The  Indian  market  off  Puebla's  main  square  is  a 
delight  and  we  kept  going  back  so  often  that  we  became 
quite  chummy  with  some  of  the  Indians  who  seemed 
to  enjoy  "bargaining"  as  much  as  we  did.  When  we  in- 
sisted that  we  did  not  want  to  buy  a  blanket  a  good 
natured  Indian  and  his  wife  ran  after  us  yelling 
"MEEEEEEster!  LAAAdee!  Look!  How  much  you  give?" 
With  three  blankets  under  our  arms  Marshall  and  I 
were  tempted  to  squat  on  the  sidewalk  and  set  up  a 
iTiarket  of  our  own. 

An  interesting  side  trip  between  Puebla  and  Xoch- 
imilco  was  made  at  Chapingo  to  the  agricultural  college 
of  Mexico.  Three  young  men  who  knew  a  few  words  of 
English  directed  us  to  the  chapel  which  is  decorated 
in  the  bold  murals  of  Rivera. 

The  famous  "Floating  Gardens"  of  Xochimilco  proved 
to  be  our  biggest  disappointment.  It  is  so  highly  com- 
mercialized by  every  sort  of  peddler  that  all  the  guide- 
book charm  is  gone.  My  only  pleasant  memory  of  the  boat 
ride  is  the  corsage  which  Marshall  bought  from  a  float- 
ing flower  barge.  For  one  peso  I  had  three  roses,  an 
orchid,  and  a  number  of  pansies. 

The  road  from  Xochimilco  to  Cuernavaca  is  a  suc- 
cession of  "Comino  Sinuoso"  signs.  Beside  the  road  great 
fields  of  bright  red  carnations  grew  and  young  girls  held 
up  bunches  of  the  flowers  as  we  passed.  When  we  could 
resist  them  no  longer  we  stopped  and  for  one  peso  (20c) 
bought  142  long-stemmed  red  carnations  which  we  kept 
for  two  or  three  days.  A  short  distance  up  the  mountain  a 
marker  indicated  an  elevation  of  9000  feet.  By  a  few 
minutes  we  had  missed  a  snow  storm.  The  snow  was  in 
drifts  beside  the  road. 

Curenavaca  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  cities  in 
Mexico.  Because  of  its  ideal  climate  and  magnificent  view 
of  Popocatepetl  and  other  snow-capped  volcanoes,  Cuer- 
navaca has  long  been  a  favorite  resort  of  many  of  the 
great  men  of  Mexico  and  of  foreign  diplomats.  The  mu- 
rals by  Diego  Rivera,  in  the  Palace  of  Cortes,  were  a  gift 
to  the  Mexican  government  by  the  late  Ambassador 
Dwight  Morrow. 

Taxco  is  about  80  miles  from  Cuernavaca.  We  arrived 
early  in  the  morning  and  enjoyed  the  quaint  little  village 
until  one  o'clock,  when  everything  closed  for  "siesta". 
Taxco  is  built  on  a  steep  hillside  and  its  narrow,  crooked 
little  streets  are  most  confusing.  The  little  box-like 
houses  look  as  if  they  had  been  tossed  into  the  air  and 
let  fall  as  they  willed.  From  the  outside  they  look  very 
much  alike  but  behind  their  doors  are  to  be  found  a 
great  variety  of  shops.  Silver  is  the  chief  product  of 
Taxco  and  many  of  the  shops  have  their  factories  in 
the  rear.  We  were  fortunate  enough  to  see  a  number  of 
native  Indians  at  their  work-benches,  turning  out  the 
beautiful  pieces  of  jewelry   for   which   Taxco   is  famous. 

On  the  way  back  to  Cuernavaca  we  saw  a  funeral 
procession  slowly  making  its  way  up  a  steep  hill.  Some 
twenty  or  thirty  men,  women,  and  children,  all  in  white, 
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followed  the  blue  casket,  which  was  carried  on  the 
shoulders  of  four  men.  As  the  procession  passed,  plowmen 
in  the  fields  stopped  their  oxen  and  stood  with  uncovered 
heads. 

We  left  Cuernavaca  early  the  next  morning  and 
returned  to  Mexico  City  in  time  for  breakfast  at  the 
Shirly  Courts,  where  we  were  to  spend  the  night.  Having 
been  advised  of  the  difficulties  of  driving  in  Mexico 
City,  we  left  our  car  at  the  Shirly  Courts  garage  and  for 
65  pesos  engaged  an  official  guide  fi-om  Sanborn's,  who 
furnished  his  own  car  and  took  us  on  a  tour  of  the  city. 
The  tour  included  a  visit  to  the  largest  silver  factory 
in  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  the  flower  market,  which 
extends  for  many  blocks,  the  exclusive  residential  dis- 
trict where  government  officials  and  diplomats  maintain 
magnificent  estates,  the  world's  largest  bull  ring  (75000 
seats),  one  of  the  20  public  dining  rooms  which  Mexico 
City  provides  for  its  poor,  and  the  zoo,  where  a  pulque- 
drunk  native  saw  for  the  first  time  two  polar  bears 
in  a  pool  and  said:  "In  the  first  place,  bears  are  not 
white,  and  in  the  second  place,  bears  can't  swim,  and 
in  the  third  place,  there  are  no  bears  there  and  I  am 
going  swimming".  He  jumped  in  and  was  rescued  after 
one  of  the  bears  had  been  shot.  The  man  is  now  serving 
a  jail  sentence. 

Mexican  boys,  when  they  reach  the  age  of  18,  are 
required  to  serve  two  years  in  the  army,  for  which  they 
are  paid  two  pesos  a  day. 

In  recent  years  the  average  daily  wage  of  the  laborer 
has  risen  from  5  or  6  to  9  or  10  pesos  a  day. 

The  number  of  Catholics  in  Mexico  has  decreased 
from  90  percent  to  about  75  per  cent. 

There  are  about  fourteen  million  Indians  and  seven- 
teen million  people  of  Spanish  mixture  in  Mexico  today. 
2600  Americans  have  permanent  homes  in  Mexico  and 
each  year  six  or  seven  thousand  tourists  from  the  U.  S. 
visit  the  country.  The  tourist  season  is  best  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December. 

The  Shrine  of  Our  Lady  of  Guadaloupe  is  the  most 
sacred  shrine  in  Mexico.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  anything 
so  beautiful  should  be  surrounded  by  the  howling  mob 
of  beggars  and  peddlers  which  clutter  the  streets  and 
sidewalks  and  practically  block  all  entrances  to  the 
cathedral. 

At  Toluca  the  next  day  three  policemen  stepped  to 
the  middle  of  the  road  and  waved  us  to  stop.  We  were 
relieved  when,  instead  of  arresting  us  for  violating  a 
law,  they  tried  to  sell  us  tickets  to  a  bull  fight. 

It  was  raining  when  we  reached  Morelia  and  while 
we  waited  for  the  rain  to  stop  I  stood  at  the  hotel  win- 
dow and  looked  at  the  busy  market  on  the  street  be- 
low. My  most  vivid  memory  is  of  an  Indian  man  hurry- 
ing thru  the  rain  carrying  a  gray  coffin  on  his  head. 

We   left   Morelia   the   next   morning.    It   was   Sunday 


and  market  day  and  the  road  was  filled  with  Indians 
and  little  donkeys  whose  backs  were  piled  high  with 
bags  of  charcoal.  All  the  men  wore  crude  leather  sandals 
but  the  women,  who  trotted  behind  them,  were  bare- 
footed. 

While  we  were  eating  "Fried  chicken,  American 
style"  (baked  rooster,  I  think),  at  the  Fenix  Hotel  in 
Zamora,  our  gib  waiter,  who  looked  like  a  prizefighter 
and  acted  like  a  prince,  bowed  himself  in  with  a  bowl  of 
gardenias  which  he  placed  on  the  table  before  Dorothy 
and  me.  He  spoke  no  English  but  in  his  own  language 
he  made  us  understand  that  he  wished  us  to  wear  the 
gardenias. 

Guadalajara  proved  to  be  so  interesting  that  we 
remained  there  for  two  days.  The  Roma  Hotel  is  noted 
for  its  fine  food  and  for  "the  cleanest  kitchen  in  Mexico". 
A  young  California-born  Indian  who  works  at  the  hotel 
acted  as  our  guide  the  next  day  when  Marshall  and  I 
took  a  tour  of  the  city  in  a  horse-drawn  carriage.  Among 
the  points  of  interest  in  Guadalajara  are  a  large  glass 
factory,  a  silver  factory,  an  Indian  pottery  market  which 
sprawls  over  several  blocks,  and  at  which  1  bought  a 
water  jar  like  those  the  Indian  women  carry  on  their 
shoulders,  and  a  cathedral  in  which  we  saw  an  original 
painting  by  Murillo. 

The  road  from  Guadalajara  to  San  Luis  Potosi  was  a 
succession  of  tiny  villages  and  disinfecting  stations  for 
the  dread  hoof  and  mouth  disease.  Five  times  we  were 
stopped  and  told  to  get  out  in  the  rain  and  stand  in  a 
box  of  wet  sawdust  while  our  car  wheels  were  being 
sprayed  and  inspectors  poked  about  among  the  suit- 
cases and  Indian  blankets  in  the  car  trunk. 

Leaving  San  Luis  Potosi  the  next  morning  we  be- 
gan the  7,000  ft.  descent  from  the  mountains.  Again  in  the 
valley  we  drove  thru  a  cloud  of  butterflies  and  once  two 
deer  bounded  across  the  road  in  front  of  us.  From  El 
Monte  to  Ciudad  'Victoria  we  re-traced  the  road  over 
which  we  had  come  a  few  days  before. 

At  one  o'clock,  July  23,  we  crossed  the  Rio  Grande 
bridge  from  Matamoros,  Mexico,  into  Brownsville,  Texas. 
When  the  big  red-headed  customs  officer  at  Brownsville 
sauntered  out  to  the  car  and  greeted  us  with  a  good  old 
English  "Hello,  folks",  our  hearts  did  little  handsprings 
of  happiness  and,  as  soon  as  we  had  drunk  a  few  gallons 
of  Texas  ice  water  (I'll  write  another  Bee-Mail  about 
water  in  Mexico),  we  made  a  bee-line  for  Corpus 
Christi,  Lake  Charles,  Louisiana,  New  Orleans,  and 
Clinton. 

In  the  twenty-two  days  we  had  driven  about  6000 
miles  and  had  bought  one  new  tire,  one  spring,  17  quarts 
of  oil  and  313  gallons  of  gasoline.

anti  the  faith  of  that  httle  animal.  John  and  Will  were 
his  complete  masters.  Never  have  I  seen  obedience  as 
absolute  and  faith  as  implicit  as  was  shown  by  this  little 
dog.  I  am  convinced  that  he  had  more  sense  than  some 
of  US  who  hold  diplomas  from  P.  C! 

"The  swimming  pool  escapade  took  place  long  after 
my  college  days.  I  was  too  dignified  to  have  done  any- 
thing like  that  while  I  was  a  student.  But  I  confess  to 
the  fact  that  during  a  young  people's  conference  about 
fifteen  years  ago,  I  did  fall  out  of  the  balcony  above  the 
swimming  pool  in  the  gymnasium  and  happened  to  land 
in  the  water  fully  dressed  in  the  guise  of  a  woman.  I 
am  surprised,  though,  that  anyone  should  think  that  such 
£.  thing  would  have  been  done  premeditatedly. 

"I  cannot  leave  this  story  of  my  college  days  without 
admitting  to  you  that  I  liked  the  girls,  though  I  was 
painfully  timid  and  bashful  about  them.  There  was  some- 
thing about  them  that  fascinated  me  even  though  I  was 
afraid  of  them.  One  of  the  happiest  phases  of  my  college 
life  was  the  association  with  the  fine  young  women  who 
were  the  belles  of  Clinton  on  my  student  generation. 

"The  old  college  has  undergone  a  wonderful  trans- 
formation during  the  years  I  have  known  it.  During  the 
first  few  months  in  1907  classes  were  still  being  held  in 
the  old  building  on  the  orphanage  campus.  We  moved 
that  spring  into  the  new  Administration  building  which 
now  forms  the  central  unit  of  the  present  campus  and  is 
distinguished  by  its  dome.  The  Judd  dining  hall  and 
Laurens  hall  were  built  during  my  college  days.  The 
Alumni  building,  oldest  of  them  all.  had  already  been 
standing  for  many  years  when  I  first  came  to  Clinton, 
All  of  the  other  buildings,  including  the  Smythe  dormi- 
tory, Springs  gymnasium,  Jacobs  science  hall  and  the 
library  and  the  power  plant,  are  additions  that  have 
come  since  I  graduated. 

"I  owe  to  Presbyterian  college  some  of  the  happiest 
and  most  valuable  experiences  of  my  life.  My  thoughts 
still  return  with  gratitude  and  devotion  to  the  old  cam- 
pus and  to  the  men  whose  spirits  made  it  a  place  of  rich 
blessing  for  me."
